Pubs and clubs may 
face bill for policing 


STOURBRIDGE town centre pubs 
and clubs could soon be told to foot 
the bill for the extra cost of policing 
the area late at night at week¬ 
ends - sparking an angry reaction 
from the owners of two major 
venues. 

The town’s MP, Margot James, is 
urging Dudley Council to charge 
venues to cover the £106,000 a year 
extra it costs to make sure the police 
keep order on Friday and Saturday 
nights in Stourbridge town centre, 
which has the borough’s biggest con¬ 
centration of late night bars. 

Her call follows the announcement 
by James Brokenshire, minister for 
crime prevention, of new powers giving 
local authorities the power to impose a 
levy. Dudley Council’s deputy leader, 
Councillor Les Jones, said the author¬ 
ity would consider it. 

But the Wetherspoons pub chain, 
which owns the Lloyds No 1 Bar and 
The Chequers in Stourbridge High 


Street, reacted angrily. Spokesman 
Eddie Gershon said: “Wetherspoons 
pays tens of millions of pounds in busi¬ 
ness rates across the UK and a per¬ 
centage of that money is for policing. 
We don’t feel that we as a company 
should be asked to pay more.” 

Roger Bishton, general manager of 
the new Desire Nightclub, in Hagley 
Road, Stourbridge, said he would 
rather not pay more but understood 
the reason for the proposed legislation. 

“The police do a great job and we 
appreciate their presence,” said Mr 
Bishton. “I would not mind contribut¬ 
ing to their bill.” 

Councillor Jones said: We expect 
bar owners and businesses to operate 
in a responsible fashion. It is reason¬ 
able to ask businesses for a contribu¬ 
tion towards the cost and we will look 
in detail at this new legislation.” 

Margot James said she would like to 
see the council use the powers “to 
reduce the impact of the late night 
economy on residents”. 


FOUNDER OF 
HOSPICE DIES 


Blast rocks town centre 


AN EXPLOSION caused chaos 
in Dudley town centre when a 
manhole cover was hurled 
through the air, smashing two 
shop windows. 

It led to the closure of part of 
a busy shopping street. Two 
workers were treated for shock 
after the underground explo¬ 
sion on Tuesday. 

Dozens of workers turned up 
to find a 300-yard section of the 
High Street between Stone 
Street and Stafford Street, cor¬ 
doned off by police. 

An electrical fault in an 
underground sub-station 
caused the blast which blew off 
a manhole cover outside WH 
Smith, smashing two of the 
shop’s windows. 

Witnesses reported seeing 
flames leap from the manhole 
with plumes of smoke filling 
the area at about 7.30am. The 


road closure caused long 
queues of traffic which 
stretched along Stafford Street, 
The Inhedge and Vicar Street, 
while delays were also caused 
on the Dudley Southern By- 
Pass. 

Jane Walsh, aged 35, who 
was walking down the High 
Street when the explosion hap¬ 
pened, said: “I heard this huge 
bang and breaking glass. 

“I turned round and saw 
these flames coming out of the 
manhole. It was really scary.” 

West Midlands Ambulance 
Service treated two people at 
the scene for shock. Investiga¬ 
tions were carried out into the 
electrical supply for the High 
Street to make sure it is safe. 

Santander bank worker 
Mark Terry said: “It’s quite a 
shock to turn up for work and 
see all this going on.” 


A charity pioneer and 

Dudley alderman whose 
determined nature in¬ 
fluenced people and organisa¬ 
tions in Stourbridge has died. 

Jock Poyner, MBE, was a former 
mayor of Stourbridge, secretary of 
Stourbridge FC and joint-founder 
of Mary Stevens Hospice. 

He passed away at Russells Hall 
Hospital last week aged 89. 

Edinburgh-born Mr Poyner was 
described as being “very approachable, 
pleasant and positive thinking”. 

His son David said: “He was very 
much a loving family man who gave me 
and my brother (Jonathan) so much 
encouragement. 

“He always gave a lot of pleasure to 
other people through what he did.” 

As well as being heavily involved in 
football, education, charity and poli¬ 
tics, Mr Poyner was a Second World 
War pilot who flew in Lancaster 
bombing operations. 

After the war he played football 
semi-professionally for West Brom¬ 
wich Albion and Birmingham City,

before playing for Stourbridge and 
Brierley Hill. He became secretary of 
Stourbridge FC until 1973. 

He taught at Hill Street School, 
Stourbridge, and Crabbe Street School, 
Lye, and was headteacher at Tenter- 
fields Primary School, Halesowen, 
until his retirement in 1982. 

In 1968 he became the youngest 
mayor in Stourbridge’s history and 
served two terms until 1970. The 
Pedmore resident was made an hon¬ 
orary alderman by Dudley Council and 
was awarded the MBE in 1997. 

The longest-lasting of his legacies 
will be Mary Stevens Hospice, which he 
helped to establish in 1985. “I never got 
an answer out of dad as to why he set 
up the hospice,” added 53-year-old 
David, who lives in Cheshire. 

“Someone once called him ‘Mr Stour¬ 
bridge’ for all he’d done for the town 
and I think that about sums him up.” 

After jointly forming the hospice, Mr 
Poyner became company secretary and 
sat on the board until 2002. Gwynne 


Dellis, chairman of the board of 
trustees at Mary Stevens, said: 
“Bearing in mind his influential stand¬ 
ing in the area, to have devoted that 
much time to the hospice will make us 
eternally grateful. 

“You couldn’t have found a person 
more devoted to the cause. 

“He was a very impressive man; co¬ 
operative, helpful, respected and 
revered and very much appreciated for 
his kindness, consideration and 
thoughtfulness. Jock was a splendid 
chap.” 

Councillor Peter Miller, mayor of 
Dudley, added: “Jock was a wonderful 
man who did a great deal for Stour¬ 
bridge and spent a lifetime helping 
people. He was made an honorary 
alderman of the borough due to his out¬ 
standing services to Stourbridge and 
he will be sadly missed." 

Mr Poyner’s first wife, Harvine 
Guest, died in May 1969. He leaves a 
widow, Dr Brenda Clarke, two sons, 
three stepchildrenl4 grandchildren 
and six grandchildren. His funeral will 
be on Tuesday (December 21) at St 
Mary’s Church, Oldswinford, at 
11.30am. 
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Councillor so 
sorry in row 
over race joke 


A DUDLEY Conserva¬ 
tive councillor has sus¬ 
pended himself from the 
party after an email sent 
to council members as a 
joke sparked a racism 
row. 

Halesowen Councillor 
Ken Turner last week 
apologised for the “error” 
and said he would attend 
a cultural awareness 
course. 

The Hayley Green and 
Cradley South member 
has been referred to 
Dudley Council’s stan¬ 
dards committee by 
Labour Councillor Tim 
Crumpton, who branded 
the joke “disgusting”. 

Councillor Turner cir¬ 
culated an email on 
December 2 on his 
council account to all 
councillors containing 
what was called a joke 
about a Somalian immi¬ 
grant. 

It described it as 
“maybe the best joke of 
the year”. 

It talks of a Somalian 
immigrant in London 
who asks a series of 
people if they are British 
before being told by an 
African lady all the 
British are probably “at 


work”. Councillor Turn¬ 
er said he would not step 
down. “It was a joke that 
I thought would maybe 
raise a titter but when I 
heard that someone may 
have taken offence to it I 
instantly apologised. 

“It was an error and I 
realise that. I will let the 
procedures take their 
course and I am going to 
attend a diversity aware¬ 
ness course.” 

He said he had been 
under pressure because 
members of his family 
were receiving hospital 
treatment and he had 
also been devoting up to 
12 hours a day to his 
public duties. 

Disgrace 

“All I would say is I 
hope the opposition have 
a happy Christmas,” he 
said. 

Councillor Crumpton 
said: “This is a racist joke 
and it is disgusting. 

“For a senior councillor 
to have sent out some¬ 
thing like this goes 
beyond the pale. 

“With all that hap¬ 
pened in Dudley over the 
past few years with the 
EDL, this is a disgrace.” 
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Robber is jailed for raid 
at convenience store 


A ROBBER has been jailed for nearly lesser sentence for Manning after hearing 


two years for his role in an armed raid 
at a Black Country convenience store. 

Rickeal Manning, aged 20, was part of a 
gang that raided the Select &Gave, in 
Sadlers Close, Halesowen, on May 6. 

He was sentenced to 20 months in prison 
by Wolverhampton Crown Court last week 
after pleading guilty to robbery at a previ¬ 
ous hearing. Two other men involved in the 
robbery, 21-year-old Keiron Campbell and 
Conrad Powell, aged 22, have already been 
jailed for 40 months.

Car park stays 
shut in freeze 


THE rooftop car park in 
Stourbridge town centre 
has been closed to the 
public throughout the 
cold snap as cash- 
strapped Dudley Council 
cannot afford the equip¬ 
ment to defrost it. 

The parking area, linked 
to the multi-storey car park 
in Bell Street, needs to be 
treated with a special ice¬ 
melting chemical. 

Traditional rock salt 
would melt the roofing 


material and cause leaks 
into the Crown Lane reg¬ 
istry office below. 

Council spokesman Phil 
Parker said the authority 
could not justify the expense 
when there were still 
parking spaces available in 
the adjoining Bell Street car 
park. 

“The flat roof car park is 
closed due to the severe 
frost and it cannot simply be 
gritted and opened up,” he 
said.

One of the tills on the counter was 
emptied and a second raider, armed with a 
metal bar, also grabbed Mrs 
Kaur’s sister, before prising 
open a second till. 

Mr Lees said although 
Manning was one of the men 
who entered the store he 
had not manhandled the 
two women. 

“Essentially the defen¬ 
dant was the third man. He 
was masked and remained 
in the main area of the store 
while this was happening.” 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, 
defending, said Manning 
was “genuinely remorseful”. 

Judge Michael Dudley 
told him: “I accept you are 
ashamed of your conduct.”

NEW clothing banks aimed 
at boosting donations for a 
Black Country hospice have 
been introduced at the Merry 
Hill Centre in Dudley. 

The three banks in aid of 
Stourbridge’s Mary Stevens 
Hospice follow supporters’ 
concerns about leaving dona¬ 
tions outside their homes to 
be collected. 

Many had told the hospice 
they were worried that their 
items didn’t make it to the 
charity. 

Hospice business manager 
Simon Henwood said the 
banks would make it easier 
for people to donate 
unwanted clothes, shoes, 
bags and bric-a-brac to be 
sold in their 15 shops. 

Profits 

The banks, donated by 
Metal Masters of Brierley 
Hill, are now sited in three 
areas of the centre - on 
Station Drive, next to Ameri¬ 
can Golf, outside Nando’s 
food court and by the 
entrance near Argos. 

Mr Henwood said: “Time 
and again people express 
their frustration at not 
knowing where their dona¬ 
tions are going. 

As a part of the larger 
strategy to keep the local 
hospice doors open during 
the economic downturn, we 
are taking the initiative in 
addressing this, as all dona¬ 
tions collected from these, 
and other sites will be taken 
to the hospice shops and all 
profits will go direct to the 
hospice.” 


Homes 
plan is 
unveiled 
by firm 


A £4 MILLION housing 
development will be built 
on a Dudley estate under 
new plans. 

Bromsgrove-based WM 
Housing wants permission 
for 22 homes and a 14-bed 
sheltered accommodation 
unit in Middlepark Road. 

Midland Heart is building 
a £4.5 million retirement 
village a short distance from 
the proposed development 
site. 

WM Housing wants to 
build 15 new houses, seven 
bungalows and a 14-bed 
building providing sheltered 
accommodation. 

Plans have been submitted 
to Dudley Council. 

The firm said if permission 
was granted work would get 
under way in the spring or 
summer.

Kat La Tzsar, area new 
business manager for WM 
Housing, said: “The site has 
been earmarked for housing 
by Dudley Council.” 

A report by agent David 
Wint, Quattro Design Archi¬ 
tects Ltd, says: “The scheme 
has been designed to provide 
affordable and supported 
housing for the area. 

The £16million Midland 
Heart scheme in Middlepark 
Road will have 132 apart¬ 
ments and will provide a 
range of care for the over- 
558. Work is expected to be 
completed in summer 2011. 

A similar development, 
worth £8 million, is under 
way in Whitehouse Street, 
Coseley. It will have facilities 
such as hair and beauty 
salon, gyms and a library.

Caparo Aluminium Technologies Ltd has started winding down in preparation for 
complete closure in the new year. 

All casting work will finish before Christmas — possibly even this week. Site director John Wood 
said the company was “on schedule”, with manufacturing work at the plant due to finish in 
January and complete closure by the end of March. Forty workers at the site in Wollaston High 
Street will lose their jobs when it closes, many of them in the next two weeks.

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Teacher’s 
novel 
on sale 


A FORMER art teacher from Dudley has pub¬ 
lished his first novel. 

Alec Hilton’s “Eight Minute Farm” is a mystery 
novel surrounding a young man in the 1980s who 
experiences the bizarre phenomenon of “physical 
displacement” while returning home from 
holiday. 

A thousand copies of the novel have now been 
published. Mr Hilton, of Roberts Green Road, 
Lower Gornal said he had always enjoyed a good 


mystery. “I have always enjoyed writing,” he said. 
“The book took about 18 months to write, but the 
idea came to my mind decades ago after watching 
a television programme.”

Region is 
the most 
obese in 
Europe 

OBESITY levels in the 
West Midlands are the 
highest in Europe, new 
figures reveal. 

The statistics from the 
Association of Public 
Health Observatories 
show that the UK is the 
fattest member of the 
EU. And the West Mid¬ 
lands has the highest 
level of obesity in the UK. 

The survey compared 
all regions across 27 
countries in Europe 
using 37 health indica¬ 
tors in 2006. 

The UK scored particu¬ 
larly badly on obesity - 
the fattest nation of all. 

Within the UK the 
West Midlands had the 
highest percentage of 
obese adults at 29 per 
cent - more than double 
the EU average of 14 per 
cent. 

Infant 

The UK also performs 
badly on female cancer 
survival and infant 
deaths. Its female death 
rates from cancer were 
also shown to be among 
the worst in Europe. 

But life expectancy in 
the UK is slightly better 
than for EU counter¬ 
parts; the nation excels 
at treating heart disease 
and its early action on 
smoking has had a very 
positive impact. 

Professor Steve Field 
of the Royal College of 
General Practitioners, a 
practising GP at the 
Bellevue Medical Centre 
in inner-city Birming¬ 
ham, said: “I feel 
ashamed as a GP 
working in the West Mid¬ 
lands that this area has 
the highest percentage of 
obese adults in Europe.”

Sacrifice of heroic brother 
now recognised at last 


BRIMMING with pride 
and filled with belief, it 
was a proud day when 
Lance Corporal Alan 
James Taylor donned his 
uniform for the first time 
in front of the mirror. 

And looking at his older 
brother in his peaked cap, 
testing out the fit of his 
uniform in front of mum, 
eight-year-old Ken Taylor 
was filled with awe. 

Gentle 

Mr Taylor, of The Broadway 
in Norton in Stourbridge, 
remembers his older brother as 
a gentle giant, inspired to sign 
up for service after the Second 
World War. 

But it was a bitter turf war in 
Palestine that robbed Mr Taylor 
and his family of their beloved 
Alan, who at the age of just 19 
was shot by a terrorist sniper 
while serving with the 
Grenadier Guards, on January 
15, 1948. 

And Mr Taylor still feels the 
sting of the terrible loss. A

The brother of a Black Country soldier killed more than 
60 years ago has spoken of his pride at receiving 
an Elizabeth Cross medal in his honour.

retired shopkeeper now 70, he 
said: “I still find it difficult to 
talk about it. 

“The night it happened, or the 
night we were told it had hap¬ 
pened, my father Harry had 
taken my brother Geoffrey and I 
out to watch a Laurel and Hardy 
film, and we had come back gig¬ 
gling and in high humour. When 
we came home, we came in to a 
darkened house, and my mother 
Evelyn was sat in a room on her 
own. 

“She was crying her eyes out.” 

The responsibility of main¬ 
taining order in Palestine was 
laid at Britain’s door when a 
British Mandate for Palestine 
was confirmed by the council of 
the League of Nations on July 
24, 1922. 

As the Jewish population 
grew, so did Palestinian resent¬ 
ment which grew into a bloody 
civil war, between 1947-48. 


British troops were caught in 
the crossfire. They eventually 
withdrew in 1948, but not 
before thousands of dedicated 
soldiers lost their lives, includ¬ 
ing Mr Taylor’s big brother. 

He casts his mind back to his 
brother’s caring nature. He 
said: “He was a wonderful man, 
full of compassion. He was 
caring and he was fun. 

Peaked 

“He looked the man in his 
steep peaked cap but I can 
remember him as an animal 
lover. One of my early memories 
is him picking up a bird and 
mending its broken wing.” 

Mr Taylor received an Eliza¬ 
beth Cross and a memorial 
scroll at a ceremony in honour of 
his brother at West Bromwich 
Albion ground, The Hawthorns. 

Attending with his sons 
Jason, 39, Alan, 50, and 19-

year-old grand-daughter Sarah, 
he was proud that the country 
had finally recognised his 
brother’s sacrifice. 

He said: “I will be travelling 
out to Israel to visit the grave. I 
will take the medals with me 
and I will place them on the 
grave. I hope that will be 
closure. It has been lurking at 
the back of my mind since I was 
eight.”

Help for Black Country 
still on way says leader 


Focus on winter

COUNCILS and business leaders across the Black Country are pressing ahead with 
proposals to set up a local enterprise partnership to replace the £300 million-a-year 
quango Advantage West Midlands. 

A bid to create a Black Country LEP comprising the four council leaders of Wolver¬ 
hampton, Sandwell, Dudley and Walsall plus at least five business chiefs, was rejected 
by Business Secretary Vince Cable last month while he approved 24 of 62 other bids. 

Local authority and business leaders behind the Black Country LEP blueprint were 
told to “develop their proposals further” because of concerns they did not do enough to 
consult with the thousands of small firms in the area. 

Stewart Towe, who would be chairman of the local enterprise partnership, said: “I am 
confident of success.” 

However, it is believed that both Mr Cable and the Communities Secretary, Eric 
Pickles, want the Black Country to join with Greater Birmingham. 

The Government’s decision to scrap regional development agencies, including AWM as 
part if its cull of quangos, has met a mixed reaction. James Morris, Conservative MP for 

- Halesowen & Rowley Regis, 
is backing the new approach 
which he believes will 
unlock and boost public 
sector investment, growth 
and jobs in the region 
because LEPs will be more 
business-led and focused. 

But critics, including 
Wolverhampton South East 
MP Pat McFadden, a former 
Labour junior minister in 
the Department for Busi¬ 
ness, Enterprise and Regu¬ 
latory Reform, have called 
the move a mistake which 
they believe will further 
damage the region’s already 
battered economy. 

Encourage 

While regional develop¬ 
ment agencies like AWM - 
which is being wound down 
to close in 2012 - received 
millions of pounds of Gov¬ 
ernment funding, the new 
LEPs will not. They have 
instead been invited to bid 
for a slice of the £1.4bn 
Regional Growth Fund. 

Bids for a share of the first 
of three rounds of funding — 
to be made available over 
the next three years to 
encourage private sector 
investment - have to be in 
by January 21.

The association said the deci¬ 
sion had been made and because 
the venue was now used for more 
children’s events, there were con¬ 
cerns over hygiene. 

But the society said the venue 
was cleaned thoroughly after 
every meeting and no proper 
assessment had ever been carried 
out by health and safety experts. 

Committee member Chris 
Smith said: “We have been able to 
find another home. We have only 
had to change the day from 
Thursday to Tuesday.”

Family ‘satisfied’ with 
verdict on legion bug 



THE family of a Dudley mother who died in a Legionnaires’ Disease 
outbreak have spoken of their relief at the inquest verdict. 

They said it answered some of their questions about how Patricia Ashton was 
infected three years ago. 

An inquest jury at Smethwick found that the source of the bug which killed 
Mrs Ashton was industrial, although the exact site it came from is still a 
mystery. The family’s lawyers are still investigating before deciding if it is pos¬ 
sible to make a legal claim against any company. 

The 51-year-old former 
care assistant had 
battled cancer and was in 
remission when she was 
rushed into Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital 
with breathing difficul¬ 
ties on August 5, 2007. 

She died two days later 
from pneumonia caused 
by the legionella bac¬ 
terium. 

The jury returned a 
verdict of death from 
industrial disease on Mrs 
Ashton, of Newland 
Grove, Holly Hall. 

Remission 

Son Ian Ashton, aged 
33, of Queensway, Stour¬ 
bridge, said after the 
hearing: “It’s been a 
stressful three years and 
our solicitors have 
worked very hard to get 
us through to today. 

“We’re happy with the 
outcome because we 
know now it was an 
industrial cause, even 
though we don’t know 
where it came from.” 

Mrs Ashton, who lived 
with her other son, Craig, 

30, had been diagnosed 
with non-Hodgkin’s lym¬ 
phoma in 2004 but had

undergone chemother¬ 
apy and had been in 
remission for 18 months 
when she caught Legion¬ 
naires’ Disease. 

Her daughter-in-law, 
Ian’s wife Kate, said: 
“She was rushed into 
hospital on my birthday 
and it was horrible to see 
her afterwards on 
breathing devices.” 

She added: ““All she 


ever wanted was to be a 
grandmother but it 
wasn’t until after she 
died that I found out that 
I was pregnant with our 
first child, Spencer, who 
is now two. “We also now 
have a daughter, Maisie, 
who’s nine months old. 

“She never knew she 
was going to be a nan and 
never saw her grandchil¬ 
dren.”

DUDLEY Zoo’s chief 
executive has wel¬ 
comed a major step 
towards a new tourist 
attraction to be 
centred on the zoo and 
nearby Black Country 
Living Museum. 

Dudley Council has 
revealed it had bought 
two prime sites in the 
town centre, paving the 
way for development of 
the Castle Hill area. 

It includes proposals to 
introduce joint tickets for 
the zoo, museum and 
Dudley Canal Trust 
which will be linked by a 
new road. A planned joint 
entrance off Tipton Road 
will provide better access 
to the three sites. 

“Tourism is a major 
growth area across the 
country, growing faster 
than manufacturing, so 
is hugely important to 
the borough, “ said zoo 
chief Peter Suddock. 

Crystal 

Dudley Council deputy 
leader Councillor Les 
Jones said it had bought 
the former Gala Bingo 
hall and Royal Brierley 
Crystal site for an undis¬ 
closed sum. 

“The Castle Hill and 
zoo sites are major con¬ 
tributors to the regenera¬ 
tion of Dudley town 
centre and real progress 
is being made towards 
this vision,” he said. 

The Castle Hill rede¬ 
velopment plans have 
been on the back burner 
since funding talks broke 
down with Advantage 
West Midlands in Febru¬ 
ary 2008. 

Council chiefs are 
looking at how to gener¬ 
ate funding for the 
scheme. 

The bingo hall, for¬ 
merly Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome, closed last 
September. The build¬ 
ing’s rear may be redevel¬ 
oped to open up the view 
of Dudley Castle. 

Improved 
deal for 
workers 

REDUNDANCY pay¬ 
ments for term-time 
workers at Dudley 
Council will rise as it 
updates policy ahead of 
expected job cuts. 

Changes affect 

employees who work in 
schools and other areas of 
the council during school 
time only. 

They will get a bigger 
slice of their annual pay 
if they are made redun¬ 
dant. 

A report published on 
the council website states 
that until now, workers 
were paid a regular 
monthly salary, spread¬ 
ing out their earnings 
across the year. This was 
done by dividing their 
annual salary by 52. 

Ruling 

However, a landmark 
employment tribunal in 
2002 stated that was for 
“administrative conven¬ 
ience” and it was only fair 
for employees’ annual 
salary to be divided by 
the number of weeks they 
actually work. 

It means redundancy 
pay will rise because it 
will be calculated on the 
number of weeks worked 
rather than on smaller 
salary instalments 
spread over the year. 

The ruling said: “It 
seems just that their 
redundancy payments 
should be calculated on 
the basis of weeks actu¬ 
ally worked and not on 
the basis of a notional 52- 
week calculation, which 
takes into account weeks 
they did not work and for 
which they were not paid 
to work.”

SANDWELL Council is worth around £30million 
more than it was thought. An audit of assets by 
KPMG showed council housing was worth 
£17.3m more than it was originally valued. 

The council’s shares in Birmingham Airport

ELDERLY people and families in 
Coseley are struggling to get to hospi¬ 
tal appointments because there are 
no direct bus routes, it has been 
claimed. 

Residents in the area have to catch two 
buses to reach both Russells Hall Hospital 
in Dudley and New Cross Hospital, 
Wolverhampton. Ward councillor Susan 
Ridney raised the issue at a Dudley 
Council cabinet meeting hut was told there 
were limited funds for the authority to set 
up a bus service. 

She said: “It is really difficult for some 
people. Lots have been complaining about 
it. If someone is going to hospital, it is for a 
reason, so they are usually too infirm to 
walk very far to a bus stop, or even get two 
buses. This needs addressing.” 

Councillor Ridney said Coseley had 
recently lost the 582 bus route running 
through Wallbrook to Dudley. So residents 
now have to walk to Birmingham New 
Road, to catch the 126 to Dudley bus 
station, and then get the 246 to Russells 
Hall. To reach New Cross, a two-bus 
journey via Wolverhampton city centre or 
Bilston could take nearly an hour. 

Councillor Ridley raised the issue at the 
meeting in response to the council’s new 
Health Inequalities Strategy. The strategy 
states the authority will “create and 
develop healthy and sustainable places 
and communities” by improving access to 
transport. 

Councillor Angus Adams, cabinet 
member for transportation, said bus 
routes to the hospitals had been with¬ 
drawn in recent years as they were often 
half empty. He added: “Certain services 
can, where possible, be subsidised through 
Centro but if they aren’t used enough then 
it’s a problem.”

Mazda whistles up a real winner 


LIKE the rest of Mazda’s 
range of vehicles, the Mazda3 
model is no ‘also-ran’. 

Mazda may not have the UK 
market share of volume brands 
such as Ford or Vauxhall, but 
that doesn’t mean it lacks the 
respect of car buyers. 

Pound for pound, cars like the 
Mazda3 hatchback can comfortably 
be considered alongside well-estab¬ 
lished competitors. 

A number of factors have played 
their part in the Japanese brand’s 
rise and chief among them is the 
company’s focus on delivering what 
car buyers want. 

Ethos 

The vehicle line-up concentrates on 
the key sectors: Small hatchback, 
family hatchback, D-segment rep- 
mobile, people carrier, two-seater 
sports car and SUV crossover. There’s 
little flim-flam to be found, just well- 
crafted examples of the cars people 
want and need more than any other. 

With this ethos in mind, Mazda has 
made some revisions to the popular 
Mazda3. Firstly, there’s no more 
saloon for the UK market. The booted 
version of the Mazda3 was a hand¬ 
some but rare sight, accounting for a 
mere six per cent of UK sales. 

Secondly, the 1.6-litre diesel engine 
has been replaced with a new version 
offering greater economy and lower 
emissions. 


The interior is concise but practical 


Saloons are replaced by hatchbacks 


The Mazda3’s ride and driving quality have survived the car’s change of power plant 


In an era of technological 
advances, Mazda’s decision to sim¬ 
plify the inner workings of the 
Mazda3’s smaller capacity diesel 
engine is a brave one. The outgoing 
1.6-litre diesel unit was a twin-cam, 
16-valve design, the kind that until 
not so long ago would have war¬ 
ranted extra badges to inform 
passers-by of its sophistication. 

The new unit still offers tur¬ 


bocharged performance, but uses a 
single camshaft and eight-valves. 

Less glamorous it may be, but the 
reduced weight and frictional losses 
from the additional parts help the 
revised model to produce greater effi¬ 
ciency and lower C02 emissions. 

Regardless of the core layout, the 
new unit is hardly a step backwards. 
As with so many modern diesel 
engines, God is in the detail. Super¬ 


sharp piezo injectors have been put 
to use in the fuelling system, allow¬ 
ing greater control of fuel delivery. 

A new variable-geometry tur¬ 
bocharger is used, too, offering a 
better spread of power delivery 
across the rev range. Equally impor¬ 
tant for fuel consumption when the 
vehicle is used for shorter journeys, 
an exhaust gas recirculation cooler 
bypass system allows the engine to 


warm up faster when starting from 
cold. 

The net result is a fuel consump¬ 
tion improvement of 2.2 per cent and 
C02 emissions down 1.7 per cent, 
while power is up by six bhp. Cru¬ 
cially, the torque figure has been 
raised by 221b/ft and now offers peak 
performance between 1,750 and 
2,700rpm. This makes the engine 
much more flexible and results in 


less gear changing using the new six- 
speed manual transmission. 

Engine noise is well constrained 
although the turbo emits a distinc¬ 
tive whistle. 

Thankfully, the Mazda3’s driving 
and ride quality experience has sur¬ 
vived the change of powerplant. 
Sharing a platform with the Ford 
Focus, a car widely considered the 
best in class in terms of handling, has 
always been a bonus for the Mazda3. 

An advanced suspension system 
offers a consistent feel at the wheel 
with body roll suitably tempered for a 
more aggressive approach. At the 
same time, the ride quality is good. 

Interior 

Also unchanged is the accommo¬ 
dating and neatly designed interior. 
There’s an upmarket, stylised feel in 
the front that counters the occasional 
appearance of some harder plastics. 
The contemporary design has a dis¬ 
tinctive feel but is highly ergonomic 
and the body feels wide enough to 
prevent claustrophobia. 

Decent rear legroom is aided by the 
five-door layout, making the Mazda3 
a practical compact family hatch¬ 
back. 

It’s a case of taking one steps back¬ 
wards to take two steps forward with 
the revised Mazda3 1.6 Diesel. 
Focusing on what buyers want; con¬ 
sistent quality, style and perform¬ 
ance alongside improved economy, 
the company has delivered again.
